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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's election of species as Compound 8 (12a) in Example 5 (page 34, line 
12) on December 20, 2005 is acknowledged. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. Applicant's Information Disclosure Statement, filed on 6/17/2005, 1/30/2004 and 
4/2/2004 has been acknowledged. Please refer to Applicant's copies of the 1449 
submitted herewith. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the closest prior art is Meyer et al. US Pat. No. 4,707,479. Meyer '479 discloses 
many compounds of dihydropyridine-3-carboxamides that are attached directly to 
phenyl-pyridazinone substituent (i.e. equivalent to X = J according to applicant's formula 
II). Meyer '479 discloses non-cyclic compounds at the 2-position of the dihydropyridne 
ring (see column 1, lines 21-27) and fails to teach or suggest dihydropyridine derivatives 
that are attached directly or via a linker to a phenyl-pyridazinone (i.e. equivalent to X = J 
according to applicant's formula II) substituent or to an imidazole-phenyl-pyridazinone 
substituent (i.e. equivalent to X = Q according to applicant's formula II) at this 2-position. 
Many of the prior art documents cited by applicants have methyl substituents attached 
to the 2-position of the dihydropyridne ring (e.g. WO 9206087, US Pat. No, 5,100,892 
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and US Pat. No. 4,886,804). Applicants permit methyl substituent only at 6-position of 
the dihydropyridne ring and not at 3- and 5-position of the dihydropyridine ring (i.e. R 2 
and R 3 are different from methyl).
